of our preHldonts is goiug the rounrtg,credit- 
ed to tho Syracuse University Herald; cu- 
rious less from tho /acts at tho bottom than 
from tho USD which tho parngraphist 1ms 
niado of thoiu. 
According to this table, 


which seouis to be corroot, two-thirds of tho 
list have boon coliofic-educated men. 
Tho 


two Adamsos wero Harvard graduates; Jef- 
feraou, Monroe aud Tylor wero taught fit 
Williams aud Mary college, Madison at 
Princeton, Harrison flt Hampdoii, Sidney 
Polk at tho university of North Carolina, 
Piorco at Uowdoiu, liuchanau at Dickinson, 
and Grant at West Point,—tho last, iu its 
discipline and mental training, being equal, 
and iu some respects perhaps Bujierior, to 
any 
college. 
Jackson's education 
was 


picked up horo and there, and very limited; 
Van Huron hnd only academy advantages; 
Tyler's learning was confined to "tho throe 
It'e." Filmore had not oven common school 
touching, but educated himself while prac- 
ticing law ; and Andy Johnson, poor white, 
took care no ono should forget that ho was 
solf-mndo. Tlio two most distinguished of 
all, Washington and Lincoln, wero not lib- 
erally educated ; but \vhy tho paper which 
institutes tho comparison should say, as if 
ia excuse, that "theirs wore special mis- 
sions ; "they lived iu the "affections of tho' 
nation rather than tho intellect," does' not 
appear. Tho aim of tho writer seems to be 
to intimate that college education makes 
wiser presidents ; but bis list docs not indi- 
cate anything of the sort, but rather that 
native ability transcends such advantages 
altogether. Jefferson, 
was

most 


thoroughly taught 
of 
the 
eighteen 


he 
was 
in 
fact 
highly cul- 


tured for his age; John and John Quincy 
Adams wore solidry grounded in college 
loaruiug and discipline of thonght; but 
Piorco imd Buchanan, who graduated from 
colleges of .good standing, were perhaps the 
poorest presidents the country had, \vhi!e 
Jflcksou, who had next to no education, wus 
one of the most forceful niou, ihougU not 
one of tho best and wisest, that ever occu- 
pied the place. Washington and Lincoln, 
though alike narrowed in original educa- 
tion, differed so widely in birth irad posi- 
tion that tbe fact is probably unfamiliar. 
The general impression undoubtedly is that 
tho Father of bis Country was a well-educa- 
ted man, because ho was always so notably 
o gentleman,—but this was not tho caso ; 
and Lincoln seizing upon every advantage 
mid using it to tho utmost, was probably a 
better educated man in his maturity than 
Washiugton.

favorite cant about 


Washington and Lincoln "living in tho 


"affections" of their country is very empty. 
It is but a part of the truth.
